A Short History Of Revell 


It all began back in the early 1950’s when Revell introduced the world’s first scale model 
plastic car kits, forerunners of today’s more advanced and highly detailed plastic models. 


From these humble beginnings in Venice, California, Revell has grown to occupy a 
10 1/2 acre headquarters which employs over 500 people. Revell products are now 
manufactured in eight countries and sold in more than eighty. In its 27 year history, 
Revell has produced more than 304,000,000 kits. 


Revell now manufactures over 200 different model kits, including miniature reproduc- 
tions in exact detail of just about everything that rolls, flies, or floats. 


Though a Revell kit can be purchased in a hobby, chain, or department store from 
about $1.00 to $19.00, the master mold for the model costs between $50,000 and 
$150,000. Every processed kit requires research and development, planning, engineer- 
ing, manufacturing, packaging, advertising and marketing. Its selection must be exacting. 


Just what does it take to manufacture a model kit? The way it happens at Revell goes 
something like this...you, the consumer often write in and suggest a model kit you 
would like us to make. These suggestions are passed along to our Advanced Develop- 
ment Department, who evaluates the suggestions and makes recommendations to 
the Revell management team. If the management team approves the project, they 
forward the project to the Revell engineering staff. An engineer is then assigned to 
the project and is responsible for designing this model in such a way that it will 
be economical to manufacture and practical to assemble by you. 


From detailed engineering specifications, a hand-built original model 
must be created. From this original model, plaster and epoxy molds 
are made. These molds are then used as patterns for the steel tools 
and dies which are cut on pantograph machines. Finally, the steel 

dies are hand finished, placed in a mold base, and installed in 
an injection molding machine. This machine can turn out a kit 
in twenty seconds that has been in the research, develop- 

ment and engineering stages for over a year.

How to Assemble, Paint and 
Detail Plastic Models 


The beautiful models displayed in this catalog are 
the result of precision planning and development 
by REVELL designers and careful construction by 
the model builders. The jewel-like appearance of 
these models was the reward of care and patience 
in assembly. 


TOOLS The selection of proper tools is very 
important. We recommend the following items for 
a basic assortment: »*Hobby knife—to cut parts 
from runners and trim flash» Cement-—both tube 
and liquid types* White glue-for clear parts« 
Ruling pen-for applying liquid cement + Jewelers 
files - flat, round and square « Putty — for filling large 
gaps or changing contours * Wet-or-dry sandpaper 
-#400 for smoothing putty and joints + Paint- 
bottle and spray cans. Don’t forget thinners 
Brushes—#001 for fine detailing, #1 and #3 for 
large areas * Clothes pins—for clamping * Masking 
tape, tweezers and toothpicks « Decal solvent. 


PREPARATION First, examine all parts for 


flash (excess plastic) around the edges and trim 
with a knife or file, if necessary. To remove parts 
from the plastic runners, cut the “gate” with a sharp 
knife. Do not break the part from the runner or it can 
chip the part itself. Be sure to smooth the cut edge 
with a file or sandpaper. 


Test-fit each piece into place and be certain it fits 
correctly before applying cement. When the fit is 
proper, place a thin layer of cement along one of 
the edges to be joined. DO NOT USE TOO MUCH 
CEMENT! Immediately join the two parts together. 
Be careful not to touch the wet cement or it might 


smear onto the smooth plastic finish. Liquid 
cement works fast and makes a clean joint. First, 
place the two parts together, then apply the liquid 
cement to the joint with a fine brush or artists ruling 
pen. The cement will flow into the joint and make a 
solid bond. 


lf the parts need to be clamped together while the 
cement sets, masking tape or clothespins can be 
used. 


Modeling putty is used to fill any undesired gaps 
between parts. Using toothpick, cover the joint with 
the putty then, after it is completely dry, sand the 
putty smooth using wet *400 sandpaper. The model 
can then be painted and the joint will be invisible. 
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How to Assemble, Paint and 
Detail Plastic Models 


CHROME AND CLEAR PARTS 


The “chrome” plated parts are actually 
coated with a thin layer of metal and plastic 
cement will not adhere to it. Remove the 
plating from the areas to be cemented by 
rubbing with a typewriter eraser or scrape it 
with a knife. 


Clear canopies or windows may be cemented 
in place after the model is painted. This 
avoids masking the clear parts while the 
rest of the model is being painted. Use 
cement sparingly on clear parts because 
they will become frosty if too much cement 
is used. Many experts use white glue on the 
clear parts to avoid this problem. 


PAINTING certain parts of the model 
should be painted during construction. These 
parts are usually pointed-out in the instruc- 
tions. Paint each piece as carefully as if it 
was a separate model. 


Most professional modelers spray the final 
paint-coat onto the model. This is done with 
a spray can or airbrush. The model should 
be mounted in such a way to avoid holding 
it in your hand. We suggest taping the part 
to a stick, such as a yardstick. 


For multiple colors, the lightest shade is 
sprayed first. When it is thoroughly dry, the 
portions to remain the lighter shade are 
masked-off with tape. After the darker colors 
are sprayed, the tape is slowly removed to 
avoid peeling-off the first paint color. 


Raised lettering on tires can be painted 
white by placing a small brush in paint then 
daubing it on a piece of paper towel until 
most of the paint is wiped off. Then, gently 
wipe the brush across the raised letters. This 
is also a good way to detail the small em- 
blems on cars and the intricate engraving 
on sailing ships. 


DECALS cuteach decal design from the 
sheet as it is needed. Using tweezers, dip 
the decal into water for about five seconds, 
then place it on a paper towel. 


While the glue is softening on the decal, 
place a drop of water on the model where 
the decal is to be applied. Pick the decal up 
by the paper backing and use a soft brush 
to slide the decal into the water drop on the 
model. Position the decal by nudging it into 
place with the brush. 


When the decal is in position, place a drop 
of decal solvent onto the decal and let it dry. 
The decal will then be drawn tightly onto 
the model. 


When the decal is dry, wash off the excess 
decal glue with a damp tissue. Otherwise 
the glue will turn brown and etch the paint. 


SAILING SHIPS much of the charm 
of a sailing ship is in its antique appearance. 
To age the plastic sails and make them look 
like cloth, wipe them with a solution of a few 
drops of flat brownish-black paint in a tea- 
spoonful of paint thinner. You can use a brush 
or tissue to apply the solution to the sails. 
For realism, the streaks should be vertical on 
the finished sail. If the color is too light, you 
can continue applying the solution until the 
desired effect is achieved. 


Nice, tight rigging can be obtained by using 
waxed thread. Professionals draw the rigging 
thread over a piece of beeswax before attach- 
ing the line to the ship. 


Wooden decks can be reproduced by first 
painting the plastic deck black or dark 
brown. When the paint is dry, apply a coat 
of wood tan paint. After this is thoroughly 
dry, use #400 wet sandpaper and lightly 
sand the deck until the darker color shows 
through in places. This presents a realistic 
wood-grain effect.
